I consider such a creature, what are stars, 
and suns, and mines, and oceans, and systems 
of worlds, that the Almighty should amuse 
himself with these great toys. ‘They shall 
perish, but the redeemed spirit, like its Re- 
deemer, remaineth ; they all shall wax old, 
as doth a garment, and as a vesture shall 
they be folded up and be changed ; but the 
soul saved shows the sameness and perpet- 
ual life of its Saviour; its years shall not 
fail. 
_» These great material forces, glorious as 
they are, are not the temple of this universe 
of God ; they are only the-scaffolding for it. 
Nature exists for man, not man for nature. 
The soul is the most precious thing which 
has come from the Creator’s hands. _ 

_ Therefore, while thé Biblé_abounds, more 
than any other book; in appreciation of di- 
vine greatness, and of man’s physical little- 
ness and nioral debasement, it abounds in 
views of man’s great dignity as a spiritual 
being, and in disclosures of the Creator’s 
personal interest in his creature. 

For’ instance, a single chapter of Isaiah

himself and in all his rational creatures. 
These preferences, purposes, loves, and 
acts are, therefore, pure and holy. Nothing 
could render them more so. There is -no 


bility,of failure inheres. in them. God is 
supremely and ‘always seeking, in all his 
infinitudes, the holiness and happiness of 
himself and all his sentient creatures. - This | 
is And this is. the divine cbac- 
acter. 

And tts can not remain a doubt that sin 
is against such a character in God, since 
it leaves out.of view all that, is herein great 
and good, and prefers inferior and ‘trivial | 
gratifications and: pursuits ‘to those blessed 
and glorious ends which God ‘Proposes to |} 
hitnself.

As his nature qualifies him, and his holi- 


relations of God, as Moral Governor of the 
Universe. He has so done, and his compe- 
tence to govern in the best manner confers 
on him rightful authority. So that he may 
of right create beings; give them laws; 
subject them to discipline; adjudge them 
to their rewards ; ; and claim their everlast- 
ing homage, with all the weight of authority 
afforded by the infinite, unchecked, eternal, 
and abounding resources of his power, 


evermore. 

To assert, then, that sin is against the 
prerogatives of God is scarcely more than 
to state a truism. For sin™is the break- 
ing of law, and to give law is one of God’s 
prerogatives—and to execute its penalties, 
also. The law which God gives is a 
transcript of his own character; the ex- 
pression of what is good in himself; and 
sin not only is averse to it, but tramples it 
down and reviles it. oThus. sin sets at 
naught and despises the authority that pre- 
scribed it, and makes every act of its own, 
in fact, an act of rebellion and insurrection. 
So far as it can reach, in this way, sin 
goes, to weaken the force of law; to sus- 
pend authority ; to make government lax ; 
and to do away with its actual existence. 
The heart of sin, indeed, often comes to 
just this: that, since God’s throne and gov- 
ernment are in its way and a terror to it, it 
wishes them out of existence, and would 


the dreadful attempt. Thus it is that sin 
is against all the prerogatives of God—his 
law, authority, and governntent—those very 
things which are worthy of all love and 


for the future, even in the case of sinners 
themselves. For, God dethroned ‘and his 
law annulled, sinners can not but :be hope- 
lessly and irretrievably miserable—in black 
despair; while, with infinite Love on the 
throne, some deliverance may possibly be 
wrought for the fallen and guilty.

‘Congsees adjourned on 
Saturday, July 28th, till the first -Monday 
in December. Several important'acts were 
passed during the last days of the session. , 
The Tariff Bill that was introduced early 
in the session, became a law, and was but | 
slightly amended. . A modified and guarded 
Freedmen’s Bureau Bill was passed, ve- 
toed by the President, and then made a law 
at once, by a two-thirds vote in each of the 
houses of Congress. An act for the ad- 
mission of Nebraska into the’ Union was 
passed, but the President neither approved 
it, nor vetoed it, but pocketed it, and so 
defeated it, A joint resolution was adopted 
admitting the Senators and Representa- 
tives of the State of Tennessee to their 
seats in both houses of Congress. It is 
presumed that the Legislature of that State 
had previously ratified the proposed amend- 
ment to the National Constitution, concern-
